Navy Seeks Grads 
From Jaysees, Bell 
Told at Pensacola 


In a supreme effort to build up 
the naval air power of the United 
States, the Naval Air Training 
Command has been sponsoring 
trips to Pensacola, Florida, for 
journalists to view the task that 
the navy is performing. 

The training command has set 
such high standards that the en- 
listee must be “perfect” in ev- 
ery respect before he can be ad- 
mitted to fly for the navy. It 
must be this way to protect the 
men who are flying. 

Besides being required to have 
two years of college credit be- 
fore entering the program, the 
cadet will receive an additional 
technical ,education valued at 
more than $40,000 before becom- 
ing a commissioned -officer in 
the United States Navy, Jack 
Bell, local journalism student, 
was told at Pensacola, Florida. 

After receiving his gold wings, 
and being commissioned an en- 
sign in the navy, the pilot must 
then serve two and. one-half 
years with the fleet. He may 
then return to civilian life or 
continue on in the regular navy 
as a career. This year’s quota of 
perfect specimens is 1500 which 
is to be filled mostly from two- 
year college graduates, Bell said.
